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Two  Dogs  hi  The  Ninth  htning 

3T  was  during  the  County  Fair  at  Arco  that  the  Ketchum  team 
played  the  Arco  team  in  the  baseball  field  at  the  edge  of 
the  town.  The  free  admission  helped  to  swell  the  crowds 
that  packed  the  grandstands  from  top  to  bottom.  The  Ketchum 
supporters  filled  the  eastern  grandstand,  while  the  upholders  of 
the  home  team  were  ranged  together  directly  opposite.

The  track  season  has  been  a  brilliant  success,  the  climax 
coming  at  the  Stanford  Interscholastic  Meet,  to  be  held  at  the 
Stanford  oval  on  April  2  3rd.  Our  superiority  over  Oakland  was 
admirably  displayed  in  the  Bay  County  Meet,  although  our  vic- 
tory came  as  a  most  pleasant  surprise  to  many.  Every  fellow 
did  what  was  expected  of  him,  and  some  a  good  deal  more. 

One  of  the  first  meets  of  the  season  was  held  on  the  U.  C. 
oval  with  San  Jose  High.  Our  southern  visitors  had  a  few  stars, 
but  were  unable  to  annex  a  majority  of  the  points.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Captain  Wood,  who  did  not  participate,  Scott  ran  the 
sprints.  The  relay  proved  to  be  all  San  Jose's,  especially  as  we 
did  not  enter  our  best  team. 

Oakland,  our  old  rival,  was  taken  into  camp  at  the  B.  C.  A. 
L.,  held  on  the  U.  C.  oval,  April  9th.  Points  were  very  close 
between  the  two  schools  until  the  relay,  when  we  ran  away  from 
the  "blue  shirts."  The  result  of  this  race  was  quite  dubious, 
h'owever,  until  the  third  lap,  when  we  gained  a  lead  which  the 
two  last  men  increased. 

"Bill"  Ingram,  a  new  man  on  the  track,  is  to  be  compli- 
mented on  the  mile  he  ran,  a  gritty,  heady  race.  Captain  Wood 
ran  his  usual  consistent  hundred,  but  the  surprise  of  the  day 
came  when  he  and  Scott  won  the  two  first  places  in  that  race. 
The  relay  team  came  within  two-fifths  of  the  B.  C.  A.  L.  record, 
and  broke  the  school  record.  We  feel  that  if  this  team  were  to 
run  this  relay  again,  in  competition,  they  would  easily  run  under 
the  B.  C.  A.  L.  time. 

The  two  meets  that  we  are  looking  forward  to  in  the  near 
future  are  the  Stanford  Interscholastic,  and  the  Relay  Carnival. 
Berkeley  High  should  certainly  figure  in  both  of  these  meets. 
Several  of  our  men  are  enterd  in  the  invitational  events  of  the 
Relay  Carnival,  and  our  relay  teams  will  be  as  strong  as  usual. 
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Our  team  took  third  place  in  the  Stanford  Interseholastic  meet, 
with  11  points.  Wood  easily  won  the  hundred  in  10:1,  tieing  the 
record,  with  Scott  runnir.g  a  close  third  to  Rogers  of  Lick  Darrell 
Bogardus  won  the  broad  jump  at  2  0  feet  8  inches.  The  relay  team 
was  defeated  by  the  fast  San  Jose  aggregation  in  the  fast  time  of 
3:21  4-5.  The  men  who  won  points  at  this  meet  are  deserving  of 
special  praise,  as  competitors  for  these  events  are  gathered  together 
from  high  schools  of  the  entire  Pacific  Coast. 


Although  girls'  basketball  has  been  very  little  heard  of  in 
Berkeley  High  this  term,  we  have  already  begun  a  most  interest- 
ing series  of  games.  The  excutive  board  at  Miss  Brockman's  sug- 
gestion secured  us  a  coach  in  the  person  of  i\Iiss  Hawk  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California. 

Our  first  game  was  with  the  girls  of  the  San  Rafael  High, 
which  ended  with  a  score  of  16  to  8  in  our  favor.  Our  next  turn

^•■^  brought  a  good  deal  of  credit  to  Berkeley  High.  The  season 
started  with  the  brightest  of  outlooks,  for  all  but  two  of  last 
year's  crack  team  had  returned  to  school.  The  team  was  chosen 
and  had  settled  down  to  play  all  comers,  when,  just  two  weeks 
before  our  first  big  game  with  Alameda  High  we  lost  the  three 
best  players  on  the  team,  the  first  baseman  and  the  battery. 
This  proved  a  severe  blow,  as  it  meant  a  wholly  new  team  had 
to  be  developed  in  a  short  time.  Stevens  was  placed  on  first. 
Dent  behind  the  bat  and  Gefken  occupied  the  motmd.  Two  new 
outfielders  were,  therefore,  ncessary,  and  Austin  and  Corgiat 
were  chosen.  The  time  was  too  limited,  however,  to  develop  a 
winning  team,  and  Alameda  beat  us  8  to  3.  It  was  the  team's 
inability  to  hit  their  crack  pitcher  that  lost  us  this  game.  The 
team  made  up  for  this  defeat  by  whitewashing  the  fast  r\Iare 
Island  ^Marines  to  the  tune  of  7  to  0.  Oakland  Poly  was  also 
beaten  by  the  fellows  by  a  score  of  6  to  3.  T\*e  had  already 
plaj^ed  them  a  0-0  game  and  beaten  them  once  before,  so  the  last 
victory  gave  us  the  series. 

When  the  season  opened  everybody  was  confident  of  giving 
Oakland  High  an  awful  drubbing,  but  the  losses  so  crippled  our 
team  that  they  slipped  it  over  on  us  in  the  first  game  by  a  2-0 
score,  and  in  the  second  game  of  the  series  again  beat  us  2  to  1. 
Errors  were  responsible  for  both  their  runs  in  the  first  game  and 
also  accounted  for  one  of  their  runs  in  the  last  game.  AVe  have 
no  kick  coming,  however,  for  they  outplayed  us  in  both  games. 
They  fielded  better  and  hit  and  ran  bases  to  better  advantage 
than  our  boys. 

Captain  Smith  was  all  to  the  merry  this  season.  He  fielded 
splendidly  and  ran  the  team  well.  Reubke  at  short,  while  erratic 
at  fielding,  was  one  of  our  best  hitters.  Stvens  played  first  like 
a  veteran  and  has  no  errors  chalked  against  him.  He  also  hit 
well.  Redmond,  at  third,  is  the  fastest  little  infielder  seen  in  a 
B.  H.  S.  uniform  in  a  long  time,  and  his  hitting  and  running 
bases  was  splendid.  Dent  filled  Hust's  .shoes  creditably,  and 
seemed  perfectly  at  home  behind  the  bat.  His  batting  early  in 
the  season  was  very  good,  'but  he  fell  down  a  little  toward  the 
close.  In  the  field  Bertolacci.  Austin,  Corgiat  and  Hunt  all  did 
good  work,  and  while  a  few  errors  are  marked  against  all  but 
the  latter,  as  a  rule  they  were  consistent  fielders.  The  work  of 
"Brick"  Gefken  in  the  box  this  season  has  been  especially  com- 
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mendable.  Called  in  from  the  field  to  fill  Bromley's  place  as 
pitcher,  he  did  better  than  anyone  expected.  His  coolness  pulled 
him  out  of  many  a  hole.  His  hitting,  too,  was  very  efficient,  and 
hie  stands  well  up  in  the  list  of  batters. 

The  team  was  given  very  poor  support  by  the  school  this 
season  with  the  exception  of  the  first  Oakland  game,  and  if  the 
fellows  had  known  the  school  was  behind  them  they  could  have 
played  better  ball.
